We have had telegraphic rumors lately 
from France, that Napoleon contemplated ' 
abdicating in favor of hisson.

If he dies 6n the throne, his son may never 
reach it; and if he dees, he might stay but 
a brief while. 

But if Napoleon abdicates in favor of 
his son, he himself can play the wires and 
manage matters, thus getting the young 
Prince securely seated in the Imperial 
Chair. When he dies, there will be no 
violent change, but the government can 
move along under an administration to 
which all are accustomed, and which has 
had time to settle in a steady groove.

The Fall Trade in New York. ; 


The fall trade in New York is very brisk. 
The Sun says that the sales average 30 per 
cent. more than last fall, and 50 per cent. 
more than last spring. 

But the trade is principally confined to 
Northern and Western buyers. Southwest- 
ern men are coming in and purchasing 
double of last year. Southern buyers are 
not so numerous.

ex penses. 

Let Savannah 
perfect her direct trade connections. Let 
her merchants bring themselves before us 
in our newspapers. Let them tell us what 
they have and how they can sell it. The 
different sections of the State can help 
each other. Wecan keep our money here 
for the development of our country. Let 
Savannah ship our grain and produce, as 
she can do, if she will open up thorough 
business connection with us, and offer in- 
ducements. We are for our State and sec- 
tion, and shall havea good word to say in 
aid of any movement or project looking to 
the worthy end of advancing Georgia's 
prosperity as a whole, and in all her por- 
tions. 

The heavy dry goods dealers in New 
York are especially doing a rushing busi- 
ness. Cash sales are giving way to credit 
sales, and long credit for fows and six 
months is taking the place of the short 
thirty and sixty days’ credits.

VOLTAIRF, 


And great he must have been, for he wield- 
ed a vast influence over the leading men of 
his time. But afterall, when we attempt 
to say in what his greatness consisted, we 
are surprised to find how soon we are baf- 
fled. What did he do, or what did he write, 
to acquire so great a fame? We have never 
learned that he did anything noteworthy 
except to protest always, after the flatter- 
ing attention he received in England, 
against the illiberal policy of France in 
regard to scientific and literary men. He 
wrote nothing that remains to our time for 
any use except the gratilication of the cu- 
rious. [lis Henriade which we never read 
(nor do we know anbody else, personally, 
who ever did read it) madea great stir 
in its time, and is his chief literary 
work; but where is it known to-day? He 
wrote tragedies with Racine alwavs on his 
table. Racine lives; where is Voltaire? 
He always kept a copy of Massilon’s ser- 
mons near him asthe finest prose in the 
French language. Massilon is read to-day 
out on the praries of our Western world; 
who yeads Voltaire? His history we have 
never read, but the learned tell us it is so 
full of inaccuracies and errors, as to be of 
little value. And yet Voltaire was a great 
man. He belonged to that class of brilliant, 
attractive, magnetic persons, who, by the 
mere force of keenness and wit, and a cer- 
tain kind of insight in all matters with 
which they are in any way familiar, create 
a drift for other minds, while they have no 
accurate learning, nor any one great ac- 
quirement.
